We need to do our (MBL) homework or^hj^ver the next month or so - defining the what, when, where, how, how 
much of the next work phase - but wha^^Hwas/is also thinking about was perhaps a joint meeting between 
SMART/HIE/CSS (Chemical Sciences Scotland) and MBL to work this out 

He said that he would be in touch with you to suggest this, and to potentially propose such a joint meeting by the 
middle of May, and possibly in Inverness or Glasgow ...so this is just to forewarn you 

In order for you to form any judgement on this, you will rightly ask what we will be doing in the next phase ...and that 
is our "homework" to be done so to speak, but the main elements will be: 

• a lab scale alginate rig to let us work further on some variables, and to produce more lab sized samples 

• potentially the same for the Fine Chemicals part (but that will only become clearer in detail after the TSB work 
to be done from May to July) 

• a Semi-Commercial Alginate Pilot Plant (by far the biggest item) which will let us make and sell "tonne" 
quantities 

• carrying out essential study work ahead of the full scale development (Enviro Impact Study type of thing) 

• strengthening the Team - this to take the load off Dougie and myself a bit, to introduce needed new skills 
(Financial Management etc), and to have enough people to run the plant (I 
this could/should be the start of the permanent MBL jobs) 

Dougie is expecting to be on Uist w/c April 12th - can you let us know if you and or 
and I am sure he would be happy to discuss further then

The grant was awarded to enable studies to be carried out in respect of a proposed 
investment in a fuli scale Alginate manufacturing plant in the HIE region by Marine 
Biopolymers Ltd (MBL), Specifically the studies were/am to be in the areas of: 
Seaweed Supply, Water Provision, and Energy Provision 

The work to date has focused on Seaweed Supply, which was always intended to be 
the lion’s share of the work.

The earlier primarily Desk Top based phase of the work developed, in respect of this claim #2, 
into an actual Seaweed Survey voyage. The voyage took place at the end Of July and 
beginning of August but was preceded by preparatory work and was followed by post-survey 
work, especially for the latter on Sonar Data evaluation and interpretation 
There were 3 main aims of the survey voyage: 

• To confirm the presence in candidate harvesting areas of commercial scale stocks of 
Laminaria Hyperborea seaweed

Work on the project has proceeded as planned in the 2+ months period covered by this 
claim. 

Hie two overarching priorities of the project relate to die company obtaining Building 
Warrant approval in respect of locating its Alginate plant within Building 1 on the 
MRC site at Barcaidine, and obtaining conditional consent from SEPA in terms of 
being allowed to operate the aforementioned plant. 

Tied in to this is also the physical equipment and layout of it that will be used for the 
Alginate production - this has implications for both the Council awarded Building 
Warrant (factors such as cumulative equipment noise) and the SEPA granted 
Operational Consent (equipment position relative to drainage system from the plant 
outwards) - and over the claim period, significant background work has been carried 
out in this area. This has substantially been carried out by the experienced sole trader 
consultants that MBL is using in this project 

The work in relation to the applied for Building Warrant has progressed from what the 
Council calls Stage 1 to Stage 2 (and Stage 3 is already well under way). Essentially 
this means more and more detailed information in terms of layout, electrical 
infrastructure and water/drainage infrastructure (normally known as M & E), and a 
succession of drawings has been developed with the input of the Architect, QS and 
Structural Engineer being used by the company 

Work has also continued apace on the Environmental side of the project, with a first 
emphasis on defining and confirming a drains infrastructure on the site, being followed

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In respect of the drains infrastructure, unforeseen (at the start of the project) 
investigative work was required to confirm the existence or otherwise of a functioning 
on-site drainage system needed to cany liquid stream away from the process through 
to discharge into Loch Cretan; it was confirmed that such infrastructure exists but is 
currently not fully functioning, having been damaged in recent years by the current 
site owner, and this will require some repair before operations can begin in practice

Building Warrant In relation to MRC Building 1 - we have completed Stages 1 & 2 
of a 4 stage process, and emphasis has been and is continuing, on preparatory work 
for Stage 3 which is where the Building Warrant process becomes more detailed in

Statement to MSPs: Marine Biopolymers (MBL) proposal to harvest "kelp" on the west coast. 

In July, MBL submitted a "Scoping Report" t< 
process for obtaining a marine licence. This stage is intended to identify those environmental issues 
that MBL should address in an Environmental Report that will accompany its subsequent licence 
application. In addition to that, MBL will conduct extensive consultation on its plan with regulators, 
councils, communities and many other interested groups. 

You may already be aware of MBL's proposal as a result of media coverage and/or contact from 
constituents prompted by a group that is lobbying Government to pre-emptively ban MBL's proposal 
before it is even considered. It is creating alarm in local communities by painting an extreme picture 
of environmental damage based on misunderstanding, emotional arguments and misrepresentation 
of MBL's proposal (and of MBL itself). 

In these circumstances, MBL has decided to correct some of this misinformation now rather than 
wait for the Environmental Report and consultation process to address it. 

MBL is a Scottish SME, built over the past 8 years by Scottish scientists and engineers with long 
experience in extracting high value products from seaweed. Its goal is to restart an industry that 
Scotland lost 10 years ago after decades of global leadership. MBL is not "a large chemical 
company", nor is it "already harvesting seaweed in Norway", nor is it "a massive dredging company", 
just some of the comments used to encourage opposition to MBL. 

MBL plans to build a "marine biorefinery", making several high value products (biopolymers) from 
kelp for applications in medicine and food. It will create 40+ high quality jobs at its biorefinery in 
Mallaig and its kelp supply chain, providing a substantial boost to the local economy. 

MBL will use only one particular type of kelp as it is the only source of its key product. Many of the 
statements, comments and photographs used to generate alarm about MBL's plan are based on 
other kelp types and are not relevant to MBL. 

Claims that MBL could "farm" this kelp are incorrect; this is not possible for environmental, 
economic and technical reasons and this suggested alternative is an illusion. The only way that this 
particular kelp can be sustainably harvested on a commercial scale is to do it mechanically. 

MBL will grow its harvesting activity over several years to reach 30,000 tonnes, representing only 
0.15% of Scotland's naturally regenerating 20 million tonnes stock of this kelp. Nature removes 100 
times more than MBL without creating any significant problems...and Norway has sustainably 
harvested 5-6 times more than MBL each year for over 50 years. Claims that the kelp will not regrow 
after MBL harvesting are simply wrong. 

MBL has spent years developing its harvesting plan, taking advice from many seaweed science 
experts and regulators and it is confident that its plan is sustainable and will not affect other users of 
the sea, including fishermen. As MBL will build slowly and be very extensively monitored, regulators 
will also be able to modify MBL's activity if appropriate. 

Scotland's Highlands need sustainable economic development and MBL can contribute to this by 
adding value to a natural resource we have in abundance. The demand that this opportunity should 
be banned is ill-informed and should be rejected; instead, Scotland's regulators should be allowed to 
do their job by evaluating MBL's application based on facts, sound science and rational judgment.

The Sustainable Fuels from Marine Biomass project, BioMara, is holding a public meeting in Lews Castle College, 
Stornoway, on the afternoon of Friday the 3rd September 2010 in Room C210 at Lews Castle College, Stornoway The 
meeting is scheduled to start at 1:30pm and conclude at 4pm. 

The BioMara project is studying the feasibility and viability of developing micro-algae and macro-algae (seaweed) as a 
competitive, sustainable feed-stock for third generation bio-fuel (bio-methane and bio-ethanol) production. The whole 
life-cycle process will be considered: strain optimisation; aquaculture techniques (cultivation and wild-harvesting); 
process optimisation (anaerobic digestion and fermentation); environmental impact (cultivation and wild-harvesting); 
economic viability assessment. 

The BioMara project was launched in April 2009 and is led by the Scottish Association for Marine Science (SAMS), 
based at Dunstaffnage, near Oban, supported by partner organisations from Scotland, Northern Ireland and the 
Republic of Ireland. 

The BioMara team is keen to engage with organisations, groups and individuals in the Outer Hebrides not least because 
of the established history of seaweed (macro-algae) harvesting and processing in the region, and the long term potential 
to establish new markets for the indigenous seaweed industry. 

The meeting will provide a general overview of the project and present the bio-fuel potential of both seaweeds and 
microalgae and how these technologies might be used to generate energy in the Outer Hebrides. An open floor
